It took almost a year to actually get enough real business data from the different 
business verticals to see where the financial strengths verses weaknesses were, set 
up a business structure that helped each business have it's own financial "bucket" 
for clean and transparent financials, and to put together a path forward for the 
Tower. During this time, | didn't and haven't paid myself a salary, and always put the 
employees and the Tower's needs first. 

| tried to secure financing through first traditional funding sources, but because 
there was very little historical data when we acquired the property and there were a 
number of outstanding things that came up from the former non-profit ownership, it 
took months and months to clean this up to the point that the Tower even could 
possibly qualify for funding. By this time, even though the doors were still open, it 
was a monumental task to try to meet weekly and monthly financial commitments, 
and this property is very expensive to run and operate. There were a number of kind 
people who have stepped up over time to help with keeping the Tower alive, with one 
individual who | won't name contributing almost as much as | have financially to help. 
That being said, other people have stepped up also, and the team has also stepped 
up and sacrificed so much to help keep the doors open. These people care and like 
me, see that the Tower is an important and iconic part of this community, Oklahoma, 
and history. 

However, even with the best of intentions and sacrifice, every week has been an 
exhausting process, but we haven't given up. In this new year, a potential new 
"steward" came to us and in the last four months there has been much forward 
movement on this path. We have gone through the process of communication, 
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execution, and exploration to see if this all can work and we are hopefully nearing an 
exciting and happy "next phase" for the Tower. | believe God has put this path 
together and ultimately, God will decide if we can make it happen, but I'm praying we 
can. 

That being said, | don't think the community realizes that the Tower is now owned by 
a private company. The non-profit fully understood this when they passed the 
property over to us. Now, this privately-owned structure is the Tower's future. All of 
the assets of the non-profit were transferred over to the company as part of the 
acquisition, as well as the businesses. The non-profit board had the responsibility to 
be as transparent as possible and and also understood what this transaction meant 
and that moving forward, the Tower and it's assets would be privately owned. 
Legally, this is a very different situation than what this community is used to. 

| have taken a year to allow the Tower and its museums, art gallery, tours, and other 
programs to continue uninterrupted, even though it has been difficult financially to 
do so. | didn't want to "rock the boat" and felt that these programs and community 
events were important. However, this was a decision, not an obligation. This has to 
be understood, and it has not been. This is possibly because | have not stepped out 
much and interacted with the public. There is a reason for this. 

Five years ago, and ex-employee of my husband's company started viciously 
harassing and stalking not only us but our families, friends, employees, board 
members, consultants, advisors. He stalked and abused hundreds of people 
associated with us and tried to ruin lives. His weapon was a keyboard and the 
internet was his playground. He was relentless and he never stopped. It was a 
nightmare and very frightening. We didn't know where he was and didn't know if he 
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nightmare and very frightening. We didn't know where he was and didn't know if he 
would just show up in person at some point and | lived constantly in fear. When we 
moved back to Bartlesville, my home town, he started harassing us here. We had 
police reports on him, we got a protective order against him, and eventually he was 
arrested (as he was trying to leave the country), thrown in jail, and then extradited to 
Bartlesville. Criminal charges were brought and after a year, he went on trial for 
felony computer crimes. | felt this community had truly "circled its wagons" and 
cared enough to try to protect us, and | will forever be grateful for this effort (in fact, 
one of the main reasons | ultimately decided to take on this mammoth Price Tower 
challenge was to give back to a community who had stepped up to try to protect us). 
Unfortunately, he was not found guilty (computer crimes charges are difficult to 
convict and he was arrested before stalking became a felony in Oklahoma), so he 
walked away. | was terrified he would come back and stalk not only us but also 
Bartlesville, and he did that six months later and it was horrifying to me. We filed 
another police report and pursued another protective order. Those close to us know 
this story and know the nightmare it has been. 

When Copper Tree acquired Price Tower, it was one month after his criminal trial. | 
was petrified that the minute my name hit the press, he would be triggered again, 
and so | was hesitant to be public. | also didn't want anyone associated with the 
Tower to become a target for him. What | didn't realize was that this choice has led 
to now false accusations and narratives | now have to deal with. Because of 
irresponsible reporting in these latest local articles, this has taken on a huge, chaotic 
life that stands to hurt not only me and my family, but also Price Tower. | can not stay 
"in the background" anymore and | will take the appropriate action to rectify this 
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Tower to become a target for him. What | didn't realize was that this choice has led 
to now false accusations and narratives | now have to deal with. Because of 
irresponsible reporting in these latest local articles, this has taken on a huge, chaotic 
life that stands to hurt not only me and my family, but also Price Tower. | can not stay 
"in the background" anymore and | will take the appropriate action to rectify this 
falsehood reporting.

They 
are lies and this will be immediately handled legally.
